He 
then stated the practice in England as to the 
selection of the mover and seconder, and that 
it was usual for all parties, including those 
opposing the subject matter of the Address, 
to pot only refrain from attacking those gen- 
tlemen, but to applaud and compliment 
them, and treat them in the most courteous 
manner, The hos. member for Nanaimo 
could not, however, resist the habit and prac- 


| tice which had grown upon him, and was so 


distastetul to the House,of making a personal 
attack upon the|morer, Mr. Saul. It was to 
be regretted that‘ such should have been the 
case. This attack was followed by a long 
string of coarse epithets, personal ia charac- 
ter, directed against the Ministry, and ap- 
plied t> the Speech ; and as the sprech of 
the member for Nauaimo was ouly remark- 
able for this, and its absence of any single 
proposition or views upon the serious ques- 
tions involved in the Address, it was retresh 
ing to leave thet gentleman, and turn to’ the 
consideration of the eloque: t speech delivered 
by the bon. member for Esquimalt. He was 
glad the member for Esqnimult bad lifted the 
question from the low position iuto which it 
bad been dragged, to the dignified place 
which it deserved. The hoa. member had 
contended that the Government should bave 
submitted a contingent or alternative propos- 
ition, so that if one should fail, another 
might be tried, and-that this Government 
should have lsid the resolutioas of |:tut ses- 
sion, containing these propositions fully be- 
fore the Ottawa Government, by a proper 
minate in Council, which would have de 
manded an auswer. His Excellency had pro- 
mised and sent down the correspondence re- 
ferring to the promises of the Prime Minister 
of Canada, aad nothing more. He was ina 
position to state that this Government did,on 
the 7th of February, 1873,—only three days 
after the resolutions had been passed,—for- 
ward such a migute ot Council, and be would 
mey’s permission to place the 
ispatches before the House. The 
Government had acted promptly and swiftly 
in the matter, but instead of the answer 
which the boa. member for Esquimalt, stated 
that thig Government would heve received, 
weonly got, if we got anything, a mere 
acknowledgment, or the usual diplomatic re- 
ply that ‘the matter will receive due con- 
sideration.’’ In fact we wrote, and got no 
tangible reply. How different is the reply of 
the present Prime Minister of Canada. I 
must meet with respect and approbation. It 
bears truth upon its face. He states, Mr 
Spesker, that with regard to your proposal 
to advance to British Columbia £50,000 casb 
for the dock at Esquimalt, ‘' I have to say 
that any change in the mode of aiding in the 
constraction of this work from that agreed 
to, will require the sanction of Parliameat, | 
ean Only say at present that the Government 
will.sabmit a measure to Pariiament to carry 
out your proposal, or some scheme equival- 
ent thereto.’’ Is there any diplomacy in that 
auswer? Mr. Mackeozie has acted like a 
straightforward business mao. Supposing 
that one merchagt ‘Had written” the same 
lmaguage to agother, what would Have been 
the result? Gould there have been a doubs 
of the meeting? Yet becaase the present 
Prime Minister thus writes, the statement is 
distrusted ; the word of a man of well estab- 
lished bonor and probity,is most unfairly and 
unjustly doubted. It bas been said that the 
words * or some scheme equivalent tWereto,”’ 
are meant by Mr, Mavkengie as a,loopbole 
through whieh to escapé. Sach* a supposi- 
tion, means a perversion of the English lang- 
uage. Short, stroug, Saxon Words have 
been used. What is the equivalent cf £50,- 
000 cash? Why that amount inin sterling 
or other.currency so 6 cured toat that sum 
cau be realized. -Mt. Mackenzie bas added 
whose words, well knowing that it might not 
bé convenient to,pay the sum at once io burg 
coin, but that bonds or other securities 
would be given, which might be easily coa~ 
vertible. Dominion bonds are, it is trae,noi 
the ‘‘ equivalent’ of casb, but only, secur- 
ities for its payment, and if the security is 
good, the cash is attainable. The word 
‘© equivalent ’’ has, and can have only one 
meaning. Further, the promise is not to 
give an “ équivalent’’ for the condition of 
the Terma of Union, which simply represents 
an acnuity of £5,000 per year for ten years. 
which would represent a sum of only $144,- 
000 it sold, but it is an equivalent for $250,- 
000 cash, payable at the end of the next Ur- 
tawa session, in February. But the member 
for Victoria city,—Mr. MeUreight.—bas said 
tbat this cannot be the meaning of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie’s letter, simply because the amount 
promised is more than the annuity is worth. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, we must deal with facts, 
and not surmises. Here is a direct promise, 
—not from Mr. Mackenzie, personally,—but 
one from the first Minister, pledging the 
Goverament ofthe Dominion; aud we must 
believe it. Our resol..tions are before them, 
together with the fact that we have sown ad- 
vertisements bioadeast over the world, and 
oer call for capital bus remained unanswered 
because the guarantee of say $140,000 cash, 
was insufficient. By reason of this very in- 
sulficienc), the sum of a quarter of a million 
bas been promised, to commence the work. 
As we received no replies from the late Min- 
new fi we felt it our duty to piace the present 
leader of our Government in a better position 
by constituting him a special delegate of this 
Provinee,; with power to demand an answer 
in pérson, as we could obtain none in any 
other way.

Dorion, all members of the preseat Gor- 
ernmest,to the terms guaranteed to this 
Province, cast a grave doubt upon the mean- 
tog of the letter of Mr. Mackepzie ; but the 
member for Esquimalt forgot that that oppos- 
itien, 80 strongly organized, was sime only 
at burdesing Canada with the construgtion of 
our railway in ten years, ata cost of oae 
bundred and fifty millions of dollars. The 
opposition referred to no other conditions ; 
the guarantee for the dock was never even 
alluded to as unfair. (Hear, hear.) Since 
the new Government bad assumed power, 
Mr. Mackenzie bad stated at Saroia, that al- 
though he had opposed the British Columbia 
terms, yet the people of Canada, and 
his Ministry were bound to carry 
them out, ag the terms were in the 
nature of a contract between Canada 
and this Province, binding upon both parties. 
The three Dominion Ministers referred to 
were men whose character for honor and pro- 
bity was unimpeachable and he at 
at any rate implicitly trusted them.

moments had given our delegate the same as- 
surances as appeared by bis letter, sothat 
we virtually bad no opposition to dread, 
from any quarter, in fact both the lace and 
the preseot Oitiwa Governments felt, aud 
have so expressed themselves, that their pol- 
icy was to foster, and not to neglect this new 
Province. The member for Victoria City 
(Mr. McC.) had stated that last session we 
placed the Resolutions, which have resulted 
so fortunately, before the House merely to 
amuse members, and that we were in effect 
flaunting the same scheme before members 
eyes to catch them. He was sorry that the 
bea. gentleman was such an uacharitable 
uobeliever in hnmaa nature. That gentle- 
mao did not even believe Mr. Mackenzie's 
statements, he was too misanthropic, for if 
the $250,000 in coin were -laid to-night on 
the table of the House by uno agent of the 
Dominion, he would not, be (tke Attorney- 
General) knew, believe it uotil he counted 
every piece. Statesmen like Mr. Mackenzie 
should be trusted and not suspected, and as 
for the Provincial Goverament, be (the At- 
toroey-General) would s<y that their efforts 
faithfully, performed to the best of their 
abil ty were entitled at least to respect, if 
not to consideration. He bad hardly expect- 
ed to be accused of a. want of integrity by 
trifling witb the time of the House, and de- 
ceiving its members, and he hoped that the 
House would show that the accusation was 
comerited and wholly uocalled for. Now let 
ns place ourselves in the position of a mer- 
chant sitting in his counting house calculat- 
jug the figures which I shall submit. 
He would of course refer to the contract 
which ig in these words: ‘The Dominion 
Government shall guarantee the interest for 
ten yea's from the date of the completion of 
the works at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum en such not exceeding £Y00,000 
sterling as may be required for the construc- 
tion of a first-class graving duck Esquimalt."’ 
The first word that demands ‘attention is the 
word ‘‘guarantee.'’ A Courst of Justice 
would decide thatthe meaning of the word 
As above used is that the Province inferent- 
ially agrees to puy the five per cent. to any 
capitalist undertaking the work, but if it does 
not do so, the Dominion will pay it, or the 
intereat short of that amount left unpaid by 
the Province, Hence if the Province pays it, 
we get nothing from the Dominion. The 
word ‘‘pay’’ instead of ‘‘guarantce’’ was, 
however, inteaded by our delegate, and it is 
fortunate for us that this real intention or 
understanding bas been recogniked and ad- 
mitted. Proceeding with the clause we fiad 
that the interest is not to be paid until after 
the completion of the dock, which, if the 
amendment of the member for Esquimalt is 
carried, may ‘never be commenced at all, or 
if the suggestions of the member for Victoria 
city are entertained, may be commenced but 
never finished. The whole guarantee is 
simply @ ten year annuity. What is it worth 
in cash? If the dock is not completed 
nothing. If completed in three years— 
£28,000 at the most, or say in round figures 
$140,000, its cash value, if we wisbed vo sel! 
it. If, however, we did-uot desire to sell it, 
Mr. Speaker, tbe figures accerding to the 
annuity tables show that f-om 1877 (date of 
completion of dock) to. 1887 (tem years). 
£5,000, the interest at five per cent. on 
£100,000 paid annually (but mot in advance) 
would represent in ten years with annnal 
interest on the several ptyments, £62 889 or 
$3.4,4145 at $5 tothe pound. Mr. Mackea- 
zie’s offer of £50,000 or $250,000 in cash 
would at five per cent. represent according to 
the same tables a gross sum of £94,282, or 
$471,410, being $156,965 more than we could 
possibly obtain, if Mr, Mackenzie bad insisted 
that we must be bound by the letter of the 
above contract. The figures appear as startl- 
as they are true. The present scheme impo- 
ses new taxation. No other proposition bas 
the same virtue. It must recommend itselt 
to the House and the country. It doesn’t 
tuke a dollar from the revenue, which should 
be devoted to the building of roads and trails 
to open up tbe agricultural and miszeral 
lands of the country. Mr. MeCreight.prac- 
tically proposef that the Province should 


build the dock out of its small revenue. Jf 
is Were dome, We would nag) r 
at least have a dollar left to spend on roads 


or trails, and we should be-detersat from 
engaging in the all important work of de- 
veloping tbe wealth of our Agricultural 
and mineral lands for some t.me to come. No 
one will deny that thie course wonld 
if adopted prove a most ruinous mistake. and 
a glaring injustice to the Province. The 
member for Esquimalt. has proposed an 
amendment which puts forward no scheme 
whatever, but which if adopted will uoforta 

nately result in defeating the building of the 
dock atall. If that amendment is adopted 
by the House, thé Goverament must resign, 
and the ides of accepting a gratuity-of $250,- 
000 in cash in aid of the construction of the 
deck must be abandoned. I cannot think 
that such an offer will be rejected; the fig- 
ures are submitted with confidence to the 
House. It requires no statesmanship to 
deal with them, but the application of the 
simplest rules of atithmetic, in fact only the 
first four elements of addition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division, to prove that 
cluuse 4 of His Excellency’s speech deserves 
the entire concurrence of this House. The 
facte and figures must be taken as they are, 
and mere chimerical statements and propoai- 
tions which bave been advanced in opposi- 
tion to the practical proposal submitted by 
this Government. The hon. Attorney Gener- 
al asked. the House to reject the amendment, 
and thankiog Mr. Speaker and the members 
of the House for their attention aod courtesy 
he left the question to the House. (Cheers.) 


Mr. Humpbreys rose to move for an 
adjournment till after the holidays, in order 
that members might study the vote about to 
be taken.
